Editorials 


The New Zoning Ordinance} § 


One of the most vital documents ever to come. out 
of the city hall, is the proposed zoning ordinance. 
What does it contain? 





Answer to that question is very, very difficult. It 
is too voluminous and contains far too much for any 
lay person to comprehend. More of what it contains, 
however, should be known by the interested public 
before it is adopted by the city council. 


The document is the result of many, many long 
weeks and months of study by the city planning com- 
mission, with the city planning consultant actually 
doing most of the manuscript. Objections were voiced 
at public hearings held by the commission. Some 
changes in wording and some modifications were 
made to conform to those suggestions. In some cases, 
no changes were made. 


The. proposed ordinance then went to the city 
councilmen, who in turn held a_ public hearing. Addi- 
tional suggestions were made. Since then, the council- 
men themselves have made changes on their own. 


We believe it is incumbent upon the city hall 
leaders to prepare a concise summary—on the major 
points. affecting future development. 


The measure must be restrictive to be effective 
and to result in the long range development of the best 
possible community. At the same time, the “guide for 
city growth” must be practical as well as constructive; 
not cumbersome and unworkable. 


The time to “educate” the “interested” public on 
this mass of restrictions and guide posts is before the 
zoning ordinance becomes a law. After it is passed, 
changes can be made but only after a routine that 
sometimes becomes annoying. 


This proposal isn’t just “another” law — it is a 
document that will to a large extent tell property 
owners what they can do with their land and what 
they can build and how it must be built. Much of what 
the law says is very basic and in keeping with good 
city planning. 


Property owners should be given an opportunity 
to get a summary of this potent document in advance 
of adoption. 


Senatorial Vote 


Voters in this district will have an important voice 
in next Tuesday's election. 

The state senator from this county will be elected 
to serve from now through next year. Undoubtedly, 
the person chosen will be a candidate for reelection in 
the primaries and the finals in the 1958 balloting. 

The top man in the standings will be elected next 
week. Since it is a special election, there will be no 
political party nominations, 

Candidates are evenly divided — two being Re- 
publicans and two being Democrats. Raymond H. 
Gregory, who is the mayor of San Bemardino city, 
and Fred A. Wilson, attorney, also of San Bernardino, 
are the Republican candidates, 

Eugene G. Nisbet, long-time Upland resident and 
for years mayor, and Stanford C. Shaw, Ontario, are 
Democrats. 


If you want to vote Democratic, persons will take 
their pick between Mr, Nisbet and Mr. Shaw. On the 
other hand, Republicans will select between the two 
G.O.P. contenders. 


We will vote for Mr. Gregory. 


More Than Boasting 


Apparently there is no limit now to Russia’s ex- 
ploratory ambitions. The Red leaders talk of manning 
the moon in 1967, Mars by 2000. 


Our best scientific minds do not scoff at such 
claims, either. Too much has been accomplished al- 
ready ever again to let us fall into the comfortable but 
dangerous delusion that boasting is the only field in 
which the Communists are champs. 


For Lack Of Phones 


In many respects, the General Telephone Co. has 
done much for this community but its failure to provide 
adequate long distance facilities to serve all local 
customers is deplorable. 

The Suburban Gas Service, Inc., a rapidly ex- 
panding firm, is leaving the “Yukon” exchange area, 
largely because of what has been termed “very poor” 
telephone service. It is true, the building housing 
Suburban’s executive office is now too small. Rather 
than relocate in this area, however, the company lead- 
ers selected a site where adequate telephone service 
is available. 

In other words, if the telephone company had 
provided service to match the demand, Suburban of- 
ficials would have considered buying a local site. 
Without the service, the gas firm cannot remain here. 

The long distance facilities may not be entirely. 
the fault of the local office of the General Telephone 
Co. The fact remains, this community is being “short 
changed” in its normal development due to the lack 
of adequate communication provision to serve local
